sheer folly on the part of the Indians to endeavour to secure relaxation of the 
control under which the British people like to keep them. But the Hindus, who are 
childish in their disposition, readily conceive a desire to obtain this, that and every 
other thing, and when they are humoured a little in their desires, they clamour for 
still greater concessions. Their inauguration of the National Congress is a good 
example to illustrate their puerile disposition. If they had not set up this agita- 
tion and taken to quarrelling with their rulers in their “devilish ” haste to secure 
political privileges, these might have been conceded by the Government of its own 
accord in the course of a few years. The Indians, as good and thoughtful “ credi 


tors” 
of the British people, ought to have been satisfied with what “ interest,” in the shape 
of political concessions, the latter might have been willing to grant them from time to 
time, and by this gentle policy they might have gained much by this time. But the 
Hindu community were too impatient and spoiled the game in their inordinate 
haste. Having now foolishly entered on a political war with their rulers, they are 
not likely to gain their objects for a. hundred years ; while if they had not done so 
they might have obtained them in a much shorter time. A ruling race might 
“diegh some political privileges of its own accord as exigency or expediency arose, 
but would not like the idea of the subject people forcing its hands in any matter. 
The Congressists are, however, gratified that some of their Congress Hesolu- 
tions have borne fruit, But they forget that when, the boys ina school (per- 
versely) insist upon a certain thing being done, the school authorities, as a matter 
of expediency, humour them to a certain extent, devising at the same time 
some clever plan to effectively put down the rebellious spirit of the former, 
which necessarily impedes their natural progress.
